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BOARD HARMONY. 


Independent Manufacturers to Enter 
Paper Products Company. 


A Meeting at Dayton Last Week, at Which a Large Per- 
centage of Board Product Was Represented—Agree- 
ment Reached Must Be Ratified by Various Boards 
of Directors—Those Present at Mecting. 








The meeting of the Western box board manufacturers 
with representatives of the Paper Products Company, which 
was held at Dayton, Ohio, on Tuesday of last week was, 
from all accounts, eminently satisfactory to the interests 
concerned. An understanding was reached between the 
parties which it is expected will be perfected this week, at 
which time the approval of the directors of the independ- 
ent Western mills will be obtained for the proposition 
agreed upon. With the addition of the tonnage represented 
by these outside mills the position of the Paper Products 
Company will be greatly strengthened. As it will then 
have the sale of all the boards made in the West which its 
officials care to handle, its command of the Western market 
will be complete. In the Eastern market it will also be 
stronger, as with the Western field harmonized the com- 
pany can then compete sharply, if it becomes necessary, 
with the independent mills in the East. 


When asked about the Dayton meeting, Stephen B. 
Fleming, vice president of the Paper Products Company, 
stated to a representative of THe Paper Trape JourNA 
that “the meeting at Dayton, Ohio, was very successful ; 
that while a conclusion was not reached with any mills, 
all present, including the Monroe Paper Company, the 
Louis Knerr Paper Company, the Woods Mill at Kokomo, 
Niles Paper Company and Levi Dodge, expressed a strong 
indorsement of the plan of the Paper Products Company, 
and all have arranged different dates for meetings with 
Treasurer Alford in order to present the matter to their 
directors for the final signing of the papers. Mr. Alford 
left for the West today, and expects to be gone a week or 
ten days. The additional tonnage represented by these 
mills will be about 105 tons.” 

Speaking of other matters affecting the board branch of 
the industry, Mr. Flenting said that “suits of the National 
News Board Company have been filed against the Childs- 
dale Paper Company, of Childsdale, Mich., and against the 
Howe & Davidson Company, of Marseilles, Ill., and it is 
the intention of the National News Board Company to 
push these vigorously and to have a decision at the earliest 
possible date. The suit against the Elkhart Paper Com- 
pany, which was decided in favor of the News Board Com- 
pany, has been settled by the Elkhart Paper Company for 
the amount of judgment obtained against that company.” 

In regard to the reported secession of the Colin Gardner 
Paper Company, of Middletown, Ohio, from the Paper 
Products Company, Mr. Fleming said that there was no 
truth in that report, as the Gardner Company was still sell- 
ing its product through the Paper Products Company. 
When asked about the production of the independent 
Western mills that were not represented at the Dayton 
meeting, Mr. Fleming said that the officials of the Paper 
Products Company did not care to handle the product of 
any of those outside mills except those whose owners were 
invited to attend the meeting referred to. 

The second annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, which will be held 
today (Thursday), will, no doubt, have a very important 
bearing on the board market for the next year at least. 
The results of that meeting will furnish data from which 


the future of the board branch of the industry can be 
gauged. The stockholders will meet today in Jersey City, 
when the annual report will be submitted to them. The 
new board of directors which will be elected today is to 
meet at the offices of the company, 11 Broadway, this after- 
noon. 

In regard to the policy of retrenchment which has been 
manifest for some months past in the affairs of the box 
board companies, it is stated on authority that the most 
conspicuous example of this policy is the fact that all the 
recently elected officers of the American Straw Board 
Company are to serve without any compensation whatever. 
This means a saving of between $25,000 to $30,000 to that 
company. 





The Meeting at Dayton. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 15, 1904.—Representatives of the 
Paper Products Company met at the Hotel Algonquin last 
week to discuss matters of some importance to the trade in 
general, and to induce the “independent” board manufac- 
turers in the Middle West to join the organization. A 
promise, said to be tantamount to an agreement, was se- 
cured from a number of mills that they would enter the 
company. About 98 per cent. of the box board manufac- 
turers of the country were in attendance, representing the 
seventy-five or more plants included in the Paper Products 
Company. Representatives of the “independents” were 
also here and affairs were discussed pro and con. A pre- 
ponderance of argument seemed to have been furnished by 
the Paper Products Company, which enlisted the interest 
of a number of mill men to the extent that it was an- 
nounced that the Paper Products Company is now prac- 
tically supreme in its line of manufacture. After a dis- 
cussion, which continued two days, the owners of mills not 
now in the company practically decided to cast their for- 
tunes with the Paper Products Company, and immediate 
action looking to their addition to the membership will be 
taken. It will be necessary to go through the formality 
of placing the matter before the respective boards of di- 
rectors. Other matters were discussed, the condition of 
trade was reported satisfactory, while the amount of har- 
mony prevailing in the ranks of the box board men is said 
never to have been exceeded. 

Among the mills not yet in the Paper Products Com- 
pany, but which will come in, are the Louis Knerr Paper 
Company, of this city; the Kokomo (Ind.) Paper Com- 
pany; the Niles Paper Company, of Niles, Mich., and the 
Monroe Paper Company, of Monroe, Mich. 

Among the thirty prominent manufacturers in attendance 
were the following: C. W. Fairbanks, of Terre Haute, Ind. ; 
O. C. Barber, of Barberton, president of the Diamond 
Match Company; Col. W. P. Orr, of the American Straw 
Board Company, of Piqua; Charles Whealan, district man- 
ager of the American Straw Board Company, Dayton; M. 
R. Williams, of Piermont, N. Y.; W. S. Lowe, of Haver- 
hill, Mass.; Senator S. B. Fleming, of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
and O. S. Jacobs, of Philadelphia, besides the Dayton rep- 
resentatives. M. V. 


Northern Tissue Paper Co. Will Enlarge Plant. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Appteton, Wis., February 15, 1904.—During the past 
week the Northern Tissue Paper Company, of Green Bay, 
placed with O’Keefe & Orbison, of this city, contracts for 
buildings and machinery necessary for the enlargement of 
its mill, which was noted last week. A very large finish- 
ing room is to be built, with a new boiler house, and a 
new 112 inch paper machine, three new beaters and various 
pumps and other machinery are included in the contract. 
Work will be begun early in the spring.

PAPER SUPPLY. 


Newspaper Publishers Recognize the 
Fact That It Is Not Large. 


Sending News Paper by Express Is the Method Now 
Adopted in Order to Enable Publishers to Issue 
Editions—Severe Weather Impairs Railroad 
Facilities—The Situation in Canada, 








The scarcity of news paper, due to the short supply of 
ground wood, has at last seriously alarmed the publishers 
of the country. These gentlemen are now brought face to 
face with the actual situation. Until this week, as a rule, 
the publishers have refused to believe what the paper 
manufacturers have told them. But they have now changed 
their minds, and as a consequence nearly every publisher 
of a daily paper in the country is telegraphing twice a day 
inquiring about his supply of paper. As yet, however, 
none of them have missed an edition, but from all accounts 
some of them have come perilously near going without 
paper for a day. Were it not that the news paper manu- 
facturers have shipped paper by express to Chicago, St. 
Louis, Philadelphia and to all the other big cities of the 
country a number of large daily papers would not have 
made their appearance for a day or two at least. The 
question of borrowing from their competitors is out of 
the question, as all publishers are practically in the same 
boat as far as a supply of white paper is concerned. The 
situation is now acute and the famine in news paper may 
be said to have just begun. 

The news paper manufacturers with offices in New York 
unite in the statement that they are just barely able to give 
their customers enough paper to keep them going from 
day to day. This feat, they say, is accomplished only by 
expressing the paper tothe various points. The extra cost 
for doing this wipes out the small profit that there may be 
on some of the contracts. One large news manufacturing 
company sent a few cars of paper by express to Chicago 
last week and had to follow up this shipment the next 
night by sending a freight train loaded with paper as sec- 
tion No. 2 of the Chicago Limited Express. The cost of 
this train, with its engines front and rear, amounted to a 
big sum. Were it not for this costly expedient the Chi- 
cago dailies would not have appeared for a few days last 
week. Similar expedients are being resorted to in the 
present great struggle of the news manufacturers to live 
up to their contracts. A few rolls are expressed to one 
small town, for instance, a dozen rolls to help out a big 
daily, a few carloads are hitched on to an express train to 
go to some publisher in dire need, and so on. The experi 
ence of one news manufacturer is that of all of them 
Those with large resources are as much troubled as the 
smaller ones; the big companies can of course ship a little 
from a number of mills to fill a breach 

The traffic managers of the large news manufacturing 
companies say that the situation would not be so bad if 


the railroads could only make somewhere near schedule 
time. Owing to the extreme cold and the heavy snow 
storms this is entirely out of the question. The cold 


weather, they say, has cut down the ability of the roads to 
handle the traffic just about one-half. The result is, these 
gentlemen say, that there is at present a worse-eongestion 
of freight at all the big points than there was last year 
when the railroads were all blocked. This congestion 
makes it impossible to deliver paper on time. Sending it 
by express is the only way that can be relied on. But 
owing to the short supply of paper and the unavoidable

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TRADE GENERALLY BRISKER. 


Jobbing Markets Are More Active—Storms and Severe 
Weather Delay Shipments—Milis Are Doing Their 
Best, But Hampered by Low Water. , 





The general report in regard to business is that trade 
continues rather quiet. There is, nevertheless, a fair move- 
ment in the various grades. The lack of activity to the 
demand is, no doubt, responsible in part for the opinion 
that business is a little off for this season of the year. 
Combined with the lessened demand the distributing trade 
has been affected adversely by the severe weather condi- 
tions which have troubled the mills, rendering it impossible 
for the latter to fill orders on time. The delays in trans- 
portation have also added to the annoyance of the trade 
for the past two months. With many of the mills the 
matter of transportation has been second only to the hard- 
ship of continued low water. In the State of Maine the 
ground wood situation is becoming gradually worse as the 
weeks go by. The manufacturers in that State say that 
they are grinding less pulp each week. Two paper mills 
in that State, the Bowdoin Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, at Brunswick, and the Poland Paper Company, at 
Mechanic Falls, are both idle for want of pulp. The paper 
production of many of the other mills in that State has 
been cut down considerably because of the short supply of 
pulp. In all the northern section of the country the manu- 
facturers have been seriously handicapped by their inability 
to. get supplies through to their mills owing to the blocked 
condition of the railroads. From the foregoing, therefore, 
it can be seen how the paper market is affected by the 
difficulties of manufacture. News paper continues very 
scarce. No new business has been taken by the big news 
manufacturing companies for the past month. All their 
energies have been devoted to filling their contracts with 
the publishers. To do even this has been a severe strain. 
This week the fear of a famine in news paper is allayed 
for the time being owing to the arrival of shipments of 
Norwegian pulp at the ports in Maine. In book papers the 
market is somewhat stronger this week, owing to the ad- 
vance made last week of one-eighth of a cent in soda fibre. 
The general demand for book papers is not brisk, although 
the agents of the large book mills report that they are full 
of business. Some orders for book papers, it is said, have 
been taken recently at less than what is considered by the 
trade the market value of the papers. As a rule, though, 
the prevailing quotations on books are being maintained. 
Writings are only in fair demand, still they are very firm, 
as the production of the mills has been cut down by low 
water. Manilas are, as a rule, a little freer than the other 
grades. But even these are quite firm. The scarcity of 
ground wood has, of course, helped to stiffen the cheaper 
grades. With an average demand for wrappings this 
spring somewhat higher prices are looked for because of 
the short supply of manilas on hand. The demand for 
boards is a little better this week. The board market is 
thought to be a iittle firmer because of the prospective ad- 
dition of 105 tons per day from Western mills to the prod- 
uct of the Paper Products Company. 





Holyoke Trade Fairly Active.

Trade has been fairly active the past week. Manufac- 
turers say it has been somewhat better in some lines of 
writings than the week previous. The mill men state that 
there could still be much improvement in trade and not 
have the mills rushed. It is believed that some mills are 
stocking up in regular sizes and grades which were ex- 
hausted in the last rush. All of the mills say the outlook 
is good for the spring trade and that encouraging reports 
are being received from their agents and representatives. 

The Whiting Paper Company reports trade as usual. Or- 
ders are slightly increasing. .The mills in Holyoke are 
running full and the plant of the Collins Manufacturing 
Company at North Wilbraham has plenty of orders. 

The American Writing Paper Company says it has busi- 
ness for all its divisions. The departments are kept busy 
and there are orders enough in hand to keep the mills run- 
ning for some time. The outlook for the future is good. 

The Valley Paper Company reports a good trade. Busi- 
ness in its ledgers is fairly brisk Ferry 


Storm Hurts Boston Trade.

This week started in with another snowstorm, which 


tied up the New England railroad traffic to some extent 
and caused considerable interruption to the movement of 
city trade. Such business .as is going on is done under 


difficulties. Considering the handicap to the free transac- 
tion of general business imposed by the stormy weather, 
coupled with the fact that many of the city printers are 


still idle because of the strike among the compositors. it 
is only natural that the daily volume of trade in paper 








should be more or less restricted. There is little doubt, 
however, but what a big improvement will quickly de- 
velop just as soon as conditions change. 

Low water and frozen streams still continue to hamper 
the manufacturing branch of the trade throughout New 
England. The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company were 
obliged to close down their Maine mills last week because 
of low water, but they started up on Monday of this week 
to run as long as conditions will permit. Notices were 
received by local jobbers this week from two manufac- 
turers announcing an advance of one-eighth cent on cer- 
tain grades of manilas. Getting manila orders filled is no 
easy matter just at present, as is instanced by the efforts 
of a city dealer, who tried five different manufacturers 
before he could get a 20 ton order accepted, and it was a 
desirable order, calling for one size and one weight. These 
are straws showing how the wind is blowing in the manila 
branch of the trade.

Philadelphia Trade Busy. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, February 16, 1904.—The trade talk of 
both manufacturers and jobbers, both eloquent with rem- 
iniscences of the American Pulp and Paper Association 
meeting and banquet, is one of enthusiasm over excep- 
tionally satisfactory business. Not only is the normal 
local market reported to be in splendid condition, but the 
volume of orders which have been rushed to this city from 
fire stricken Baltimore has been almost a tax on the capac- 
ities of both. With Dobler & Mudge the only paper firm 
in Baltimore left intact from the great fire, a great volume 
of orders have been sent to Philadelphia for immediate fill- 
ing. Philadelphia printers are busy with Baltimore work; 
bookbinders, blank book makers and rulers are likewise, 
and their demand for paper to fill these orders has been 
very heavy and is expected to be so for many weeks. The 
book manufacturers declare that the orders they are re- 
ceiving not only from the local trade, but especially from 
the West, are exceptionally liberal. The building paper 
trade has been perceptibly influenced by the market for 
stock which Baltimore will afford; wrapping papers like- 
wise have been affected. Indeed, there is not a branch of 
the paper trade that has not been benefited by the mis- 
fortune which has befallen the trade in the sister city. 
Without concerted movement the local trade is giving to 
Baltimore every convenience and extension which is possi- 
ble to give, and it is felt that the business relations between 
the two cities have been more firmly established than ever 
before. Prices are firm all along the line but without ad- 
vance, though buying has to an extent been stimulated by 
the prospect of an advance, particularly in book and news.

Trade in Chicago for the past week has been undeniably 
good. Orders have been plentiful, and several of the job- 
bers report that during January they did a larger business 
than for any single month for several seasons. The only 
difficulty is that experienced at the mills in keeping up 
with orders. With the combined shortage in water power 
and soda pulp the situation is serious. Houses which de- 
pend on Eastern mills to supply their customers have 
been compelled in several instances to go to extreme 
lengths in order to fill contracts. Western mills are not 
so seriously affected by the freezing of the streams. Their 
complaint is inability to secure pulp. Several of the West- 
ern mills are running so close to the demand that they are 
able to fill rush orders immediately upon receipt of tele- 
gram. The shortage is felt most seriously in news paper. 
In some quarters there is talk of a consequent raise in 
prices, and it is probable that this will take place within a 
couple of weeks unless there is a decided change in the

delays, even of express trains, the paper does not always 
reach its destination on time. 

From now on until there is water enough in the streams 
the situation in the news line will become gradually worse. 
As there is little likelihood of a change for the better be- 
fore the latter part of March the famine in news will prob- 
ably last until then. When the rains and thaws do come 
the manufacturers fear that great destruction will be done 
to their plants because of the lot of snow on the ground 
and the thickness of the ice. No relief from present con- 
ditions is in sight much before the latter part of March. 
The call for extra supplies of news paper because of the 
war between Russia and Japan has aggravated the situ- 
ation.

Canada Short of Paper. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Toronto, Canada, February 15, 1904.—The closing down 
of the city newspapers for want of white paper is the latest 
calamity that threatens the people of Ontario, due to the 
inability of the railroads to haul shipments from the mills, 
and in some instances the scarcity of raw material for 
the manufacture of this commodity. The consensus of 
opinion points conclusively to a likely shortage before 
many days, if conditions do not materially change. Al- 
ready several of the Toronto papers have had to seck the 
assistance of other more fortunate journals and borrow 
sufficient paper that they might issue their daily edition. 
For several weeks past the mills have found great difficulty 
supplying their customers, and the situation is hourly 
growing more acute. Through shipments on the railroads 
from the East have practically been suspended. It is in 
the eastern part of the Dominion that the most of the pa- 
per is manufactured. 

The statement has been made, too, that half the mills in 
Canada have shut down for lack of water. This has result- 
ed from the scarcity of the usual fall rains last year. The 
wood that is so urgently needed for a number of the mills 
is at present tied up in the rivers, where it was impossible 
to have it run down last fall. Now it is frozen solid in the 
ice, and it is impossible to get at it. There are also thou- 
sands of cars of sulphite, ground wood pulp and other ma- 
terial lying on the sidings of the various railroads that 
cannot be got to the mills. The situation was never more 
acute, say some of the most prominent men in the busi- 
ness, and hopes are expressed that the weather may im- 
prove, so that the railroads may have an opportunity of 
averting a famine in paper for the newspapers. The Can- 
ada Paper Company has already withdrawn its quotations 
from the market, and expresses grave fears that it will not 
be able to look after the interests of any but old custom- 
ers, and then they will be likely to suffer if the situation is 
not relieved. The Riordon Paper Mills are also feeling 
the squeeze, and, though willing to assist others as well 
as their own customers, state that they do not know how 
long they will be able to do this. 

“The E. B. Eddy Company,” said Mr. Welden, of the 
Toronto branch of the E. B, Eddy Company, “is not at 
present suffering materially from the inability of the rail- 
roads to haul material and deliver the paper, but I cannot 
tell how long this will last. It has reached the stage, how- 
ever, that the mills will supply no others but the old cus 
tomers. From what I can judge of the present situation, 
I am of the opinion that before long a number of the mills 
will have to shut down, and I think the consumers of this 
kind of paper in the province will suffer greatly. The 
tie up of the roads has not had so much to do with this 
as has the low water. The scarcity of paper is being mor: 
widely felt perhaps than any other circumstance in th 
troubled condition of affairs. The mills in Quebec arc 
suffering more generally than those of the West. The mills 
in Quebec to some extent run their machinery by water 
and the fact of low water is having a great deal to do 
with their shortage.”

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SOME CANADIAN TOPICS. 


Coldest Winter in Sixty-Three Years—No Proposed Change 
in Pine Cutting Regulations—Chaudiere ‘ 
Falis Interests. 








Toronto, Canada, February 15, 1904.—The present 
winter is, according to official records, the coldest in sixty- 
three years in Ontario. There has been an unusually heavy 
snowfall, and for the past five weeks the railways have 
been battling away against snow until in a modified way 
they admit a freight embargo. The result has been, 
especially in Western Ontario, that factories are out of coal 
and have shut down until the blockade can be raised. The 
local manager of a large Quebec paper mill received a 
telegram Monday that the railway at the mills was not re- 
ceiving shipments of paper for Ontario points. He im- 
mediately passed this information on to the city newspa- 
pers and a number of his customers throughout the 
province. He stated to a reporter that for the last three 
weeks he had had to ship paper to many of the country 
newspapers by express, 300 or 400 pounds at a time. 

On Sunday, February 7, the temperature suddenly 
changed, and there was a heavy rain all day. This sud- 
den change did thousands of dollars of damage in St. 
Catharines district, Ontario, where there are a number of 
mills depending for power on the Welland Canal. Twelve 
Mile Creek, usually of narrow dimensions, swelled to the 
magnitude of a river, carrying away bridges, and the ice 
did considerable damage. The creek empties its waters 
into the old Welland Canal, between locks Nos. 3 and 4, 
and this overplus soon raised the level a number of feet, 
flooding the basement and lower floors of the Kinleith 
Paper Mills, an extensive concern, and doing thousands of 
dollars’ worth of damage. On the lower levels of the canal 
the damage was also heavy. The weather suddenly turned 
cold again on Monday, and the railways being as badly 
hampered by ice as by snow, the situation seems to be in 
no sense relieved but rather growing worse. 

A denial is given by Aubrey White, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands, to a statement published that the 
government of the Province of Ontario -is proposing to 


change the regulations concerning the cutting of pine al- 
ready sold. Mr. White says: “The government has never 
considered the advisability of prohibiting the cutting of 
pine under 14 inches in diameter, so far as timber already 
sold is concerned. That pine was sold subject to certain 
regulations, and the government has no intention of chang- 
ing them now. What the government may be consider- 
ing as to future sales I cannot say.” 

Measures are being concerted to form a union of the 
hydraulic interests at the Chaudiere Falls on the Ottawa 
River between the cities of Ottawa and Hull, with a view 
to jointly developing the latent powers of Ottawa’s big 
waterfall. The proposal is to form a big hydraulic com- 
pany out of the present water lot holders, and to dis- 
tribute power to each of them in proportion to their hold- 
ings in the joint concern. The companies which it is pro- 
posed to unite in the formation of a hydraulic corporation 
are the Ottawa Electric Company, the Bronson Company, 
the Ottawa Electric Railway, the Ottawa Investment Com- 
pany, Mr. J. R. Booth, Mr. E. B. Eddy and the Ottawa 
and Hull Power companies. These concerns practically 
control at present the water powers on the two sides of 
the river, and their joining in a community of interest 
marks a big financial undertaking. As a preliminary to 
the carrying out of the scheme the services have been re- 
tained of Mr. John Kennedy, engineer of the harbor com- 
missioners of Montreal, and his brother, Mr. Wm. Ken- 
nedy, both hydraulic experts, who will prepare a compre- 
hensive report on the subject. | 





Rosin Market. 


The C. B. Turton Company, in its circulas of February 
16, 1904, speaks of the rosin market as follows: 

“The market is a little lower this week, but the demand 
is taking nearly all the offerings at the decline. 

“The receipts at the Southern ports are only normal 
and it is not expected that stocks will increase at the 
South, and stocks of paper makers’ rosin in New York 
are very small.

York.” 


Envelope Company Will Rebuild. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., February 15, 1904.—At a meeting 
of the directors of the Commercial Envelope Company, 
held last week at the First National Bank, the plans of 
the company with regard to rebuilding the factory which 
had been burned down the day before, as elsewhere re- 
lated, were discussed. 

After the meeting nothing was given out for publication 
as to the matters discussed, but a director stated that the 
estimate of President B. B. McFadden, that the loss is 
$40,000, is the estimate of the company. 

The work of rebuilding will be delayed by the work of 
adjusting the fire loss. Just as soon as the adjusters have 
finished their inspection of the premises, the work of re- 
building will be taken up. As the factory now stands the 
walls and exterior formation are not materially damaged. 
All that will be needed will be a refitting and renovating 
of the interior. 

It is promised that within fourteen days after the loss 
has been adjusted the factory will be running again, with 
the same force of employees, same capacity, &c.

George W. Sisson, of Potsdam, N. Y., president of the 
Racquette River Paper Company, is the recipient of con- 
gratulations upon the unusual good fortune permitting 
him and his wife of the past fifty years to celebrate their 
golden wedding anniversary at Potsdam, N. Y., on Feb- 
ruary 15. 

Mr. Sisson has been the active president of the Racquette 
River Paper Company since its organization in 1892, and 
with his sons and the superintendent, E. A. Flanagan, 
operates the several ground wood, sulphite pulp and paper

Mr. Sisson has manufactured lumber for thirty-six years, 
and with his sons also owns and operates the business of 
the A, Sherman Lumber Company, with mills at Potsdam 
and Tupper Lake, N. Y. Some 60,000 acres of Adiron- 
dack timber are owned by the two close corporations.

The Long Drawn Out Contest as to the Water Power and 
Development at Kaukauna, Wis., Will Be Ended. 
—The Settlement Arranged Last Saturday. 





Appceton, Wis.. February, 15, 1904.—A transaction the 
effect of which upon the welfare of this community will be 
more important than any other of recent years was suc- 
cessfully accomplished last Saturday. By it all the litiga- 
tion over the ownership of the water power on the south 
side of the river at Kaukauna will be stopped, and about 
10,000 horse power of water power, which has to! many years 
been tied up in the courts and unavailable for use, will be 
put in the market for development and employment.

Mills, was another gentleman who holds little hope of 
the situation improving if the railroads are not aided by 
better climatic conditions. His summing up of the situa- 
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tion is as follows: “Our mills are feeling the strain greatly 
just at present, and while we are able to supply the de- 
mand so far we cannot tell how long we will be able to 
do so if the present conditions continue to prevail. I do 
not anticipate any serious famine, however. If the papers 
of the city were compelled to cease issuing for a day it 
would be the longest that they would be without paper at 
a time. As it is at present, though, we are compelled to 
send a great deal of our present shipments by express. 
The blame that the Grank Trunk is receiving for the man- 
ner of getting their shipments through is, to my mind, 
quite uncalled for. The people who are making all the 
complaint do not know what they are talking about. If 
they only knew the impossibility that exists in getting 
freight cars moved in this weather they would not be so 
pronounced in their remarks. We are suffering greatly by 
the delays of the railroads, but know that it cannot be 
avoided. We are now within two days’ supply of coal, 
and do not know when we may expect more. There are 
several tons of coal lying only a few miles from us, but it 
is impossible for us to get it. It is overdue a week. 
There are thirty cars of wood somewhere on the railroad 
that are overdue two weeks.” 


Mr. Kilgour, of Kilgour Brothers, is not hopeful of a 
speedy relief. He fears that there will be no little diffi- 
culty experienced if the facilities for quicker transporta- 
tion are not reached. 


Mr. Barber, of the Georgetown Mills, when spoken to 
also lent his voice to the general declaration that there 
would be one of the tightest squeezes that have ever been 
experienced if the railroads cannot get their shipments 
over the road in better shape. The small country papers, 
too, he says, are already feeling the strain. Shipments by 
express in the smallest possible quantities are being made 
to them to momentarily relieve the situation. His mill 
and also many others are making their paper of any kind 
of material that they can lay their hands upon. It is 
looked upon as impossible for the mills to continue much 
longer if they do not receive speedy assistance at the 
hands of the railroad companies. He pointed out the fact 
that numerous journals have already made apologies to 
their subscribers for the quality of their paper. This is the 
result of the mills not being able to obtain their material.

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PAPER MAKING AT FULTON. 


Mills Running as Steadily as Water Conditiens Will Allow 
‘ —Lack of Power at Fulten and Phocnix—The . 
1,000 Ton Barge Canal. 


. Futon, N. Y., February 16, 1904.—All of Fulton’s paper 


~ mills are running as steadily as power conditions will al- 
low. Some trouble is being caused by the water backing 
up to the wheels where the channels are blocked with ice. 
The plant of the United Box Board and Paper Company, 
situated on the upper dam, has suffered thus far to some 
extent, owing to the fact that the level between the upper 
and lower dams has been frozen over and the high water 
has been set back into the tailrace, but even then the 
output of the mill has not been particularly curtailed and 
this week the trouble is disappearing. 

At Pheenix all of the mills complain of lack of power, 
and as the head of water there is not high they will be 
bothered more or less until the high water of the spring 
months subsides. 

Owners of power along the Oswego River are deeply in- 
terested in the 1,000 ton barge canal project, which means 
much improvement to power all along this stream if prop- 
erly routed. A corps of State engineers is now engaged 
in surveying the route for the enlarged canal, and in spite 
of the severe weather and deep snow have made good 
progress. Two routes are being mapped out and estimates 
will be. made of the cost of each. The mill owners are a 
unit in favor of the route which contemplates leaving the 
channel of the old canal at a point near the east end of the 
lower dam, and from that point taking a course into the 
If this plan is followed the dams at Fulton 
will be raised and a channel running parallel with the new 
canal will be blasted through the rock to take care of the 
water from the tailraces. This would be a substantial 
benefit to all the mills. 

It is probable that this route will be followed, for the 
cost would be undoubtedly less than any other plan and 
benefits would be great to all the water privileges. The 
old canal is too narrow and its course through the city 
too crooked to meet the requirements of the 1,000 ton 
barge canal, while to enlarge and straighten it would mean 
the condemnation of much valuable property. Properly 
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routed Fulton sees nothing but gain in this new water 
way, and the question has been taken up by the local 
Chamber of Commerce and Business Men’s Association 
that Fulton’s interests may be considered and her mills 
protected when the final plans are adopted.

Among 
other things, they are building the grinders and beating 
engines for the new concrete mill of the L. L. Frost Paper 
Company, of Norwood, N. Y., which will shortly be com- 
pleted and which will rank high among the fine mills al- 
ready operating in Northern New York.

Left to itself it would soon become 
demoralized, and with keen competition between the many 
mills prices would go down with a run. The market has 
had a rather stormy experience for some time, and if that 
experience is of any value at all it will lead the way to a 
more satisfactory condition of affairs. 


Weather, Water and Paper. 

The severe weather continues to play havoe with certain 
lines of paper manufacturing, and consumers of news paper 
now realize that the warnings that have been uttered have 
been well founded. The supply of news is undoubtedly 
Low water has 
prevented the operating of grinders, and the market for 


short, not only here but also in Canada. 


ground wood has consequently been bare of Supplies. Be- 
cause of this news makers in very many instances have 
been forced to shut down their machines. 

Then again the extreme cold weather has greatly reduced 
the ability of the railroads to transport freight, and as a 
result of this news makers have been compelled to send 
small shipments by express in order to enable publishers to 
issue their papers. Each week that this weather continues 
increases the seriousness of the situation. 


Soda Fibre Advanced. 


The manufacturers of soda fibre advanced the price of 
that article one-eighth of a cent last week, and there is 
ample justification for the act. Most of the mills are not 
at all certain of their wood supply; in fact some of them 
have about exhausted their wood pile, and unless new 
arrivals come to hand they will have to stop operations. 
Under present conditions of weather and water it is not at 
all likely that these arrivals will be heavy. 

The increase in the price of soda fibre, of course, is 
reflected in the book paper market and makers are asking 
more for their product. The advance in the latter has not 


been very great, but it will probably be more later on.

This statement, under all the circumstances, is consid- 
ered remarkably good. Net earnings and income of 
$1,473,852 compare with $1,827,359 in the year 1902—a de- 
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crease of $353,507; the interest charge remains the same 
and expenses of management are less than in the previous 
year, being $214,848, compared with $222,177; but the spe- 
cial expense of rebuilding the Crescent Block brings the 
total outgo to $1,099,742, against $1,072,177 in 1902; leav- 
ing a net income excess of $374,100, against $755,182 for 
the previous year. 

As is well known, the company during the year worked 
under extraordinary difficulties not likely to be repeated 
in the current year. There was the prolonged strike, 
which, of course, was costly to the company as well as to 
the men, and this alone might possibly account for the 
whole net income loss in comparison with 1902. Then it 
was a year of unusually low water, necessitating the em- 
ployment of steam power to an exceptional extent, with 
its attendant costs of fuel. Moreover, expenditures from 
earnings for permanent betterments and enlargements 
were considerably in excess of what they had been, and 
in view of all these facts the year’s exhibit is surprisingly 
favorable. A small deficit, instead of a $374,100 surplus, 
had been regarded by many as among the possibilities. 

The principal changes to be noted in the balance sheet 
are an increase of cash on hand to $1,153,938 from $927,982 
a year ago; a reduction of notes receivable to $193,802 
irom $221,022 a year ago; an increase in accounts receiva- 
ble to $1,220,501 from $1,181,876 a year ago, and a reduc- 
tion in accounts payable to $75,867 from $78,805. Present 
stock and material on hand are valued at $2,204,675, against 
$2,293,551 a year ago. To the assets of the company were 
added $200,000 par value of its own bonds, purchased at a 
cost of $156,934.

The Aldrich Paper Company at Natural Dam, N. Y., will 
cut about 15,000 cords of pulp wood on its lands in the 


Adirondacks this winter; also a large quantity of logs, 
which will be worked up into marketable lumber at its saw- 
mill. The concern is the only one in Northern New York 


which conducts a lumbering business in connection with 
the manufacture of pulp and paper. 

Dominick Goffredo, an Italian, had his back broken by 
a falling derrick at the dam of the Millers Falls Paper 
Company at Millers Falls, Mass., last Friday. One of the 
other Italian workmen on the dam was injured by the 
derrick, but will recover. This dam has been the scene of 
a number of accidents, and though they do not appear to 
be attributed in any manner to the carelessness of the com- 
pany or the contractors, they have, nevertheless, caused 
considerable annoyance. 

H. C. Wood & Co., of North Adams, have taken the 
contract to do a large amount of work for the Berkshire 
Hills Paper Company at Zylonite, Mass., where the build- 
ings of the old Zylonite works are to be refitted for paper 
making. The plans for the changes are being made by 
Architects Ellsworth & Kirkpatrick, of Holyoke, and the 


work of making the changes will begin at once. It will 
occupy several months, and it is expected that about $30,- 
ooo will be expended in changing the buildings and in- 
stalling special machinery, &c. 


ForeEIGN NOTEs. 


The Hellefos Mechanical Pulp Mill, situated on the 
Drammen River, Norway, has been seriously damaged by 
fire. The damage is estimated at about £20,000. 

C. F. Leonhardt, in Crossen, Mulde, Germany, will short- 
ly be running a new machine on colored duplex pulp boards 
in various sizes. The daily production will be about 10 
tons. a 
The new soda pulp factory built by the Halla Aktiebolag, 
in Kitka, Finland, will, it is stated, have an annual produc- 
tion of 5,000 to 6,000 tons. The share capital of the com- 
pany is 5,000,000 marks. 

The mills of the Sebnitzer Papierfabrik A. G., Germany, 
will shortly be submitted for sale by auction. The build- 
ings are of the estimated value of 1,499,380 marks, and ma- 
chinery 2,711,200 marks. 

The Reval Paper Mills Company (E. J. Johannson) in 
Reval, Russia, have decided upon a reduction of capital 
from 800,000 rubles to 600,000 rubles, thus canceling 800 
shares held by the company. 

The imports of mechanical wood pulp into France during 
November last amounted to 45,749 metrical quintals (ten 
of which equal about 1 ton), as compared with 110,409 


metrical quintals in the same month of 1902, and 59,380

metrical quintals in November, 1901. The French imports 
of chemical pulps during November were 78,587 metrical 
quintals, against 62,625 metrical quintals in the correspond 
ing month of 1g02, and 60,833 metrical quintals in Novem 
ber, 1901. 


May Be Paper Mill in Georgia. 

Aucusta, Ga., February 15, 1904.—Through the efforts 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Indiana capitalists are in- 
terested in the establishment of a paper mill in this city 
and have a representative in. the city at present looking 
over the field. 

It seems that everything necessary for the manufacture 
of the best grades of paper are plentiful in the vicinity of 
the city and can be procured at reasonable cost. Pulp 
wood is said to be plentiful along the Savannah River and 
the other streams in the neighborhood. 

Those interested have made no statement as to the size 
of the plant it is proposed to establish in the neighbor- 
hood, other than that it will be a large, modern and up to 
date plant, employing a large number of skilled laborers

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CUSHING SULPHITE FIBRE C0. 


Decision in Its Case Against George S. Cushing—Judge 
Barker Holds That the Plaintiff Failed to Substantiate 
Charges of Fraud as Alleged in Complaint. 








Sr. Joun, N. B., February 11, 1904.—At the Equity 
Court Chambers Judge Barker delivered judgment in the 
suit brought by the Cushing Sulphite Company, Limited, 
against George S. Cushing. The suit was heard during 
August and September and the first part of October last. 
It arose out of the building and operation of the pulp mill 
of the Cushing Sulphite Company, of which the defendant 
was until recently manager. The judgment declares that 
the plaintiff company wholly failed to substantiate any of 
the charges of fraud or wrong doing of any kind alleged 
in the bill of complaint. In regard to the cost of the mill 
the judgment is as follows: 

“The mill and machinery seem to have cost consider- 
ably more than the estimate mentioned in the prospectus 
and which was prepared by experts at that time—one of 
them at least furnished an itemized statement of probable 
cost which Captain Partington had seen and examined be- 
fore he consented to take stock in the company and the 
accuracy of which it must have been an easy matter for 
one of his experience to determine. This question is only 
indirectly involved in this suit and I should have thought 
it unnecessary to notice it except for the fact that it appears 
by the correspondence in evidence that Captain Partington 
was disposed to saddle the sole responsibility of this unex- 
pected outlay upon the defendant. He should, however, 
not forget that during the period which elapsed from the 
date of the prospectus to the time when the mill was built 
labor and materials had advanced very considerably in 
price. 

“In the case of the machinery I think that Captain Par- 
tington himself puts the advance as high as 50 per cent. 
Nor should it be forgotten that the skilled workmen whom 
Captain Partington especially selected and sent out from 
England to superintend the construction and placing of the 
machinery in some cases managed matters so badly that 
the cost was materially increased. Of their inefficiency 
Captain Partington seems himself eventually to have been 
persuaded.” 

The contention of the plaintiff company that Mr. Cush- 
ing should be held responsible for the value of the hogs 
used for crushing the wood for fuel purposes and for the 
value of the fuel building, estimated at $10,000, is denied. 

Mr. Cushing’s contention that the wood was to be al- 
lowed for pulp and fuel on the basis of its value, as com- 
pared with round wood and coal, in which contention Mr. 
Cushing is declared always to have been consistent, is al- 
lowed. 


In reference to the charge that Mr. Cushing had not 
delivered the quantity of wood charged for the judgment 
declares : 


“I do not think the evidence sustains the contention of 
the plaintiffs as to the quantity of wood delivered. It 
points to a different conclusion altogether. Invoices were 
regularly furnished to the company; they were open to the 
officers of the company. No such thing was suggested un- 
til this suit was commenced, and there is no evidence to 
support it.” 

Mr. Cushing is declared to have strictly adhered to the 
arrangements made by the company with Captain Parting- 
ton, and to have been careful in all cases to carry out 
Captain Partington’s instructions, and that if these in- 
structions were disregarded by anyone it was by those 
whom Captain Partington had himself elected to represent 
him. 

The following is a summary of the judgment: 

Portions of the machinery sent out by Captain Parting- 
ton gave constant trouble and caysed constant loss. If it 
was sought to throw the responsibility of the losses of the 
company during the first ten months of its operation upon 
Mr. Cushing it was wisely abandoned, because the evidence 
does not support that view. 

That the defendant did not interfere with any of Cap- 
tain Partington’s experts is abundantly proved. It is a 
little remarkable that while the plaintiff's bill charges the 
defendant with a great number and variety of fraudulent 
and illegal dealings it contains no mention of the claim as 
to the fuel house. Neither was it put forward in any of 
the discussions that have at various times taken place be- 
tween the parties. Mr. Cushing cannot be charged with 
the expense incident thereto. 

The use of the mill wood from the defendant’s mill, 
beth for pulp and fuel, was in the contemplation of the 
when the mill was built. The evidence gives no 
support to the contention that the use of mill wood. was 
merely an experiment, was made at the defendant's 
risk andtheexpense of which in case of failure was 
to fall on his shoulders, The use of mill wood for 
fuel was not a novelty in this country, neither was its use 
for the manuiacture of pulp still in an experimental stage.

It was being used, and is now used, for both purposes 
profitably.. 

James Beveridge, who differs from the other witnesses 
in many respects, agrees that the fuel house and its appli- 
ances, which he estimates to have cost $17,000, were neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Cushing’s position on the question of payment for 
the wood has been consistent throughout, for he has always 
contended that although the price at which he invoiced the 
wood delivered to the pulp mill was a proper and reason- 
able one, it was subject to revision and it was by the 
agreement between the parties to be finally determined on 
the basis of its relative value to round wood and coal, as 
shown by an actual test to be made for the purpose. 

Captain Partington’s position has not been always quite 
so well defined and the evidence shows that on more than 
one occasion he did, so far as he could, change the terms 
upon which he was willing to pay for the wood. The basis 
of computing the price according to the agreement should 
be according to its value as compared with round wood and 
coal. Mr. Cushing contended this should be determined by 
a practical test, but that cannot now be made. 

Two things are agreed upon, namely, that there is no 
difference in the quality of the pulp manufactured from the 
two descriptions of wood and that the cost of hauling and 
cleaning mill wood is greater than that of round wood. It 
is obvious that the comparison is difficult, and the results 
can only be approximate. Stoppages seriously increase the 
cost of production. It is well known that in the early 
life of a manufactory like this mishaps occur. Such at all 
events was the case with this mill. The digesters, screens 
and barkers gave great trouble. 

“Taking into consideration all the circumstances and re- 
lations that existed between the parties, I think,” says the 
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unsatisfactory results at others. At no time were condi- 
tions such as one would call satisfactory. 

The paper machines of themselves radiate almost enough 
heat to warm the average machine room, but while several 
fans are exhausting steam from the machines they are also 
removing large quantities of air from the room, which must 
be supplanted by air from other rooms or outside, usually 
at a much lower temperature. 

While it is possible to remove nearly all the vapors aris- 
ing from the machines so far as they are apparent to the 
sight, the moisture is penetrating all the surrounding at- 
mosphere and increasing the general humidity dangerously 
near to the point of complete saturation. 

The chilling effect on air entering at a lower temperature 
through doors opening into other departments, or around 
windows and outside doors, causes a fog to appear at these 
points, if not all over the interior. Further, the damp air 
coming in contact with the cold roof, walls and windows 
condenses the moisture, causing it to deposit everywhere, 
to the great annoyance of everyone and the eventual de- 
struction of all woodwork, if not the spoiling of the paper 
being manufactured, by water dripping on it from the roof. 

To overcome these annoyances all sorts of schemes, com- 
plicated and expensive, have been resorted to, such as put- 
ting in a false ceiling so as to have an air space between 
the roof and ceiling; putting in an enormous amount of 
heating surface beneath the floor of the machine room, 
along the outside walls, with frequent openings outside, so 
an indirect effect could be obtained ; this latter was intended 
to furnish as much air properly warmed as the exhaust 
fans removed. Then a lot of pipe was strung along the 
ceiling where the walls intersect, so as to superheat the 
air passing at this point into the space above the ceiling. 
On the roof were rows of wooden ventilators, which some- 
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judge, “that the defendant is only entitled to charge for 
the pulp wood actually used by the mill at the rate of 


‘$1.90 per cord and at 90 cent#per cord for fuel, allowing 


in addition the cost of hauling and piling. The wood taken 
by the plaintiff company from the field after defendant 
agreed to take it back must be paid for at defendant's price 
as piled. 

“The defendant’s claim will therefore be $49,958.38 and 
the credit of amounts paid in cash and laths $52,391.30, 
leaving a balance due by defendant to plaintiff of $2,432.92. 
The 1,600 cords of wood left and which defendant has 
agreed to take back invoiced at $2,400, be declared to be 
the property of the defendant.” 

As to costs the judgment denies the plaintiff company 
any costs and decrees that the company shall pay to Mr. 
Cushing the costs of so much of the proceedings as the 
Lord Chancellor appointed in the case of Parker vs. Mc- 
Kee, 


Heating Paper Mills, 


The heating of paper mills, without overheating and 
with the removal of steam and vapors in the atmosphere 
of the machine and beater rooms, has always been a per- 
plexing problem to the engineer having the designing of 
such plants, and has been a veritable nuisance to those who 
have to endure such conditions in plants not provided with 
the proper means of modifying or removing the surplus 
heat and moisture. 

Previous to the introduction of mechanical heating and 
ventilation, or what is commonly known as “the fan sys- 
tem,” paper mills were heated by lines of steam coils 
strung around the outside walls, and hoods were placed 
over the machines with disk fans at the apex of each hood 
to draw away the steam and discharge out above the roof. 

This arrangement gave fair results at times, and most 


times became huge icebergs in winter, and had to be re- 
built about every three years because they rotted out. All 
this radiating surface required the constant attention of a 
steamfitter to keep it in repair, as it would spring a leak 
first in one place and then another, either from expansion, 
freezing or bad fittings. 

The “fan system” operates on diametrically opposite 
principles. Instead of producing a “vacuum effect” it pro- 
duces a “plenum effect”; instead of inducing cold air to 
rush in through every door, window, chink and crevice, it 
is forcing air out through all these openings; instead of 
overheating the room it keeps the temperature normal; in- 
stead of being a constant source of expense for repairs and 
renewals its only cost is its first cost, and that, it is said, is 
very much less than any other system ever devised for the 
same purpose, and it costs less to operate. 

One of the latest plants of this character is at the new 
mill of the Munising Paper Company, Munising, Mich., 
designed by Wallace-Jaastad-Drewsen. 

The accompanying cuts show the general scheme of heat- 
ing. On the ground floor or basement are two heaters, 
each consisting of 180 inch and three-quarter housed steel 
plate fans with wheels 9 feet in diameter. Coupled direct 
to each fan shaft is a 10x10 inch vertical, enclosed, bal- 
anced valve engine. Each heater contains 12,000 lineal 
feet of 1 inch steel steam pipe. 

One of these units is located at the opposite end of the 
machine rodm from the other, and each takes care of other 
smaller departments, as shown on the plans. 

The combined capacity of the two fans is over 130,000 
cubic feet of air per minute, and the coils have ample 
capacity with exhaust steam at low pressure to heat this 
volume of air to such a degree as will maintain a com- 
fortable temperature within the building during the coldest 
weather. The volume of air admitted and the temperature

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THE STRIKE AT ERIE. 


Most of the Employees of the Hammermill Paper Company 
Return to Work—Others Will Be Taken Back 
as Vacancies Occur—Slight Fire. 


Ere, Pa., February 16, 1904.—The larger part of the 
paper mill employees of the Hammermill Paper Company, 
Erie, Pa., presented the management on Monday, Febru- 
ary I, with a demand for the three tour system, and for 
the reinstatement of a man who had been discharged 
Being refused, they went out on a strike at noon on 
Thursday, February 4, but, having thought better of their 
action, the majority returned to work Monday, Febru- 
ary 6. The rest, who found that their places had been 
filled in the meantime, will be taken back as vacancies 
may occur. 

A fire was discovered in the wood room of the sulphite 
mill at 3:30 a. m. Sunday, the 7th. The loss was entirely 
on building and stock. None of the machinery was ma- 
terially damaged, and the mill was in active operation 
again Tuesday morning, February 9.

of it are easily and quickly regulated as changes in the 
atmospheric conditions require. In summer cool air can be 
circulated instead of hot air, thus reducing the oppressive 
humidity and making the building more comfortable to 
work in, being a reversal of the effects aimed at in cold 
weather, but equally beneficent. The amount of air deliv- 
ered into the machine room exceeds by fully one-third the 


amount removed by the hoods over the machines, thus 
maintaining an outward pressure, which prevents cold 
draughts; and further, the air being thoroughly distributed 
and discharged under pressure the whole body of air in the 
rooms is under constant and thorough circulation, thus 
reducing the relative humidity by absorption and eduction, 
leaving all exposed surfaces dry and the atmosphere clear. 

A. perspective of one of the heating and ventilating units 
is shown, which speaks more than words for its simplicity, 
economy of space and practicability. 

The fan housing is made entirely of steel plate with an 
ingle and tee iron frame bolted and riveted together. The 
shaft is supported in large self aligning, ring oiling journal 
boxes. To the shaft is keyed the fan wheel, which has 
two cast iron hubs, with steel tee iron spokes and steel 
plate blades and flanges. 

The engine is a high grade engine of the latest type of 
construction. It is fully enclosed to keep out dirt, yet the 
reciprocating parts are easily accessible by removing the 
enclosing plates, which merely “button” on. The stuffing 
box glands can be adjusted any time through small hand 
holes provided for that purpose. A novelty in this engine 
is the adjustment of the crosshead. Instead of the “shoes” 
being adjustable, the “ways” are. On the outside of the 
frame are nuts and bolts with markings for a micrometer 
adjustment. Perfect alignment is thus always assured, 
ample means provided for taking up uneven wear, all of 
which can be accomplished while the engine is running. 
The crank shaft, connecting rod and valve rod are forged 
steel. Every means of adjustment accepted by the best 
practice is provided. 

The lubrication is accomplished by brass tubes leading 
from a central oil reservoir with sight feed adjustment, 
the crank shaft alone being self oiling by rings from a 
reservoir in the base.

A throttling governor is provided to maintain a constant 
speed, regardless of fluctuations and steam pressure. 

The heater is made up of groups of radiators placed side 
by side, and the whole encased in a sheet steel jacket and 
connected to steam and drip headers, for the admission of 
steam and the removal of condensation. Each section of 
the coils consists of a heavy cast iron base or manifold, 
into the top of which are screwed the vertical steel pipes. 
The upper ends of each of two rows are joined to the 
other two rows in the section by means of elbows and 
right and left nipples. The sections are then tested to 150 
pounds hydrostatic pressure, even though the steam pres- 
sure is only to be 2 pounds. : 

The air discharged by the fans is conducted about th« 
building by means of properly proportioned galvanized 
iron pipes or conduits with suitable openings to give an 
even distribution throughout. Most of these pipes are car- 
ried in the roof trusses, up out of the way where they do 
not interfere with anything, not even the light; one line is 
run beneath the machine room floor to cause a circulation 
in this otherwise damp and disagreeable place. 

In addition to the plants here shown there is another 
and smaller plant for the wet room, but that will be passed 
with a mere mention of its existence as the same principle 
iS carried out in its equipment

“According to the Royal Hungarian 
Commercial Museum in this city, ‘duplex’ 
and ‘velontine’ paper, which serve as bases 
for wall paper, are not manufactured in 
Hungary. It is evident that there is a 
market here for both the finished wall pa- 
per and the bases.”

Paper and Prices. 


A year ago the paper mills in New Eng- 
land had more business than they could 
handle, with the result that they were be- 
hind with their deliveries, says the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin. Today they are fair- 
ly well supplied with orders, but we hear 
of no one turning down business where 
conditions are favorable to the running of 
the mills on full time. 

While the volume of business is much 
below that of a year ago, in no case are 
prices any easier than they were when 
jobbers and manufacturers were so crowd- 
ed with business that prompt delivery 
could not be promised on new orders. One 
would naturally think that prices should be 
lower under a much quieter demand, and 
the fact that coal is much cheaper than it 
was last winter, but they are not. 

The manufacturers can hardly use as an 
excuse for keeping prices up to practically 
last year’s level that labor is costing them 
more now, for this is not so. The three 
months’ strike last summer in the Holyoke 
mills resulted in the help returning at the 
old rates. This strike, however, while not 
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resulting in higher wages to the mill op- 
eratives, has governed the selling prices for 
such papers as are produced in Holyoke 
for the past four or five months, as the fall 
demand started up with light holdings in 
jobbers’ hands. 

The demand for paper of all kinds is 
quieter during the warm months than at 
any other period of the year, and it is 
during this time that the mills are busy 
making up stock for the demand when it 
does start up in the fall. Consequently it 
is only natural that if a strike occurs at 
such a time that the effects of it will be 
ielt later. One might say that this three 
months’ strike was a local affair, and that 
supplies could be drawn from other 
sources. This is so, but in the end the 
result is the same, as the qpemmaine of 
paper has been reduced. 

Low water has also cut quite a figure 
in the industry this winter. This has been 
felt in Maine to a greater extent than any- 
where else, yet complaints have not been 
uncommon throughout New England and 
New York. Mills with both steam and 
water power have gotten along fairly well, 
the greatest handicap coming to the mills 
which are dependent upon water. Such 
mills have been obliged to curtail their 
production very materially. 

The consensus of opinion here is that 
the conditions governing the manufacture 
of paper warrant the asking of higher 
prices, but the character of the demand, 
which indicates indifference on the buyer’s 
' side, is held forth as the only reason why 
manufacturers do not mark prices up. It 
is conceded that the minute the demand 
shows signs of improvement an upward 
movement in prices will follow. 


Glue Market Firmer. 

The general position of the market for 
all grades of glues has never been in better 
shape than at the present time, says the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. This is 
principally attributed to the strong markets 
for the raw materials and the curtailment 
in the output of glue by many manufac- 
turers, This checked overproduction, which 
has heretofore led to sharp competition and 
cutting of prices, leaving a heavy loss to

many sellers. As a result of the cessation 
of price cutting during the past month or 
so, the confidence on the part of the trade 
has been fully restored, and liberal pur- 
chases are being made by them to antici- 
pate future wants. All grades are being 
well patronized, but the feature during the 
past several weeks has been the exceptional 
good buying of the cheap glues, which re- 
sulted in the advancing of prices for these 
grades, which, however, did not serve to 
check the demand. Manufacturers are now 
working in harmony and it is hoped that 
the good feeling will continue, thus giving 
all concerned an opportunity to reap legiti- 
mate profits. 

A number of local representatives of 
glue manufacturers have expressed a will- 
ingness to keep the trade lined up as it is 
at present, which can only be done by the 
manufacturers working in harmony, by up- 
holding prices and making changes when 
market conditions actually necessitate such 
action. The Glue Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion is an old organization and comprises 
about eighteen prominent glue makers, 
who meet once a year, generally in the 
early part of September, when general 
trade conditions are fully discussed. There 
is a probability that suggestions will be 
made to the members of the Glue Associa- 
tion at the next annual meeting, to be held 
in September, to devise a plan to eliminate 
the price cutting evil and to strengthen the 
association in the interests of all concerned. 


Death of William Mode. 
CoaTesviLLE, Pa., February 15, 1904.— 
William Mode, ex-president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Chester Valley, died here 
today, aged eighty-two years. He was 
formerly one of the proprietors of the 
Dove Paper Mills, at Modena. 


The death is announced of M. Ernstein, 
chief engineer of the De Naeyer Paper 
Mills, at Willebroeck, Belgium. The de- 
ceased had rendered considerable services 
to the Belgian paper trade, particularly in 
connection with the interest he always took 
in the paper making sections of local and 
other exhibitions.

PAPER.—The market continues firm, but a little quiet 
for this season of the year. Bad weather conditions are, 
no doubt, responsible in part for the lack of an active de- 
mand. But notwithstanding the depressing influence of 
zero weather and the snowstorms, there is a fair move- 
ment of the various grades. Owing to the severe weather 
and the absence of rain or a thaw the production of many 
of the mills has been cut down. In the State of Maine the 
situation is very bad. As a consequence two mills are idle, 
while many others are not getting out their full production 
of paper. In Northern New York the mills are troubled 
by the cold weather and the inability to get supplies. Their 
shipments of paper to the paper markets are also delayed. 
The weather is therefore the largest factor in the present 
market situation. Because of the difficulties of manufac- 
ture the mill agents are all very firm in their demands. 
‘Lhose who sell News paper say that the situation in that 
line is growing worse each week. They say that they have 
not taken on any new business for a month, as they are hav- 
ing great difficulty in taking care of their contracts. Some 
relief is in sight for the Maine News mills in the arrival 
this week at Portland, Me., of cargoes of Norwegian pulp. 
Book papers are considered firmer this week because of 
the advance of Yc. made on soda fibre last week by the 
manufacturers. The demand for Book papers, as reported 
by the mill agents, is very good. The jobbers and com- 
mission men, on the other hand, say that the demand is a 
little slow and that in some cases prices are not maintained. 
Writings, like the other grades of paper, are strong, largely 
because of reduced production at the mills, due to low 
water and the comparatively small stocks of Writings on 
hand, as a result of the strike last summer. Manilas are 
also firmer because of the scarcity of ground wood. There 
is not much new business in Manilas. The prospective in- 
creased tonnage of the Paper Products Company by the 
addition of 105 tons made by independent outside mills has 
stiffened the Board market this week. Business in Boards 
is improving, but the demand cannot be said to be strong. 
Buyers show a disposition to hold back their orders. We

WOOD PULP.—A state of famine exists in the pulp 
market, as there is no domestic to be had at any price. 
Most of the paper manufacturing companies that grind 
their own pulp are unable to grind enough to keep their 
paper machines running full. Those paper mills that get 
the ground wood under contract from pulp mills are seri- 
ously affected, not only by the short supply furnished but 
by the delay in receiving the shipments. In all the northern 
section of the country the snowstorms and the cold 
weather have delayed all traffic, especially freight. Down 
in Maine there is very little pulp being ground. Importa- 
tions of Norwegian pulp are due tomorrow at Portland, 
Me. These will furnish only a temporary relief. Because 
of the shortage of pulp the News manufacturing companies 
are now on the verge of “falling down” in their contracts 


with the publishers. ’ 

WOOD FIBRES.—The market continues remarkably 
strong on all grades, with high prices prevailing. At the 
meeting of sulphite manufacturers held in New York last 


week it was decided not to order any general advance in 
prices, although the unanimous opinion of the members of 
the association was that higher prices should be obtained. 
Most of the manufacturers present reported that they had 
been getting gradually increasing prices for the past four 
months. It was decided to allow each member to get all 
he could for his product. As a result of the meeting of 
soda fibre manufacturers the price was raised to 24c. The 
export price was also advanced %c. All the higher grades 
of fibre, both foreign and domestic, are very scarce and 
high. We quote:

Dayton, Ohio, February 15, 1904—Two more well 
known Daytonians have been captured by the Interstate 
Paper Company in its efforts to secure a competent work- 
ing force for the Chicago office.

The latter 
was at one time treasurer of the National Cash Register 
Company, of this city, and subsequently engaged in the 
real estate business. All three Daytonians carry with them 
the best wishes of the Miami Valley trade.

Michigan Paper Manufacture. 


LaNnsING, Mich., February 15, 19004—“The manufacture 
of paper in Michigan has assumed proportions far beyond 
the conception of the average citizen,” comments Labor 
Commissioner Griswold on the result of the canvass by his 
department of the paper mills of the State. He adds that 


the consumption of paper, having doubled within a short 
time, has greatly stimulated the manufacture. 

Kalamazoo appears to be the centre of the industry, as 
in that city and within a radius of 75 miles, there are nine- 
teen factories, having an aggregate capacity of 110,000 tons 
of paper a year. There are twenty-nine paper mills in the 
State. 

The aggregate of capital invested in these mills is $4,- 
190,221, the average for each therefore being $149,651. 
Three mills produced 6,347 tons of writing paper; nine 
mills produced 43,683 tons of book paper, and seventeen 
mills manufactured 40,888 tons of wrapping paper, the ag- 
gregate value of the production being $6,211,975. 

Over 3,000 persons are directly employed, at good wages, 
in the industry. 


Difficulties in Making Shipments. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


App.Leton, Wis., February 15, 1904.—Reference was made 
last week to the difficulty the mills are finding in getting 
shipments from the East. This trouble shows no signs of 
betterment. “Never before in our experience,” said one 
mill manager to me today, “have we had such a time to 
get stock. We have one car of foreign sulphite that has 
been on the way from New York for two months, and 
others for varying periods of less length. We have spent 
$25 telephoning to Milwaukee and Chicago to try to get 
track of some of these cars, and their whereabouts is a 
mystery. One car we are told is on a car ferry between 
Grand Haven and Milwaukee, but Lake Michigan is a 
mass of icebergs, and there is no telling when it will get in. 
Rates on this business from the East are usually made by 
way of the car ferry lines, and on such a ‘winter as this 
it makes all kinds of trouble. The delivery of rags is also 
very slow. We have been at our wits’ end to keep run- 
ning.” There has been no difficulty about getting deliv- 
eries of coal, however, the service in this respect from the 
lake ports having been especially good. Fox River.

The No. 2 ground wood 
mill occupies the Hewittville power. The machinery and 
equipment of each mill are of latest design. 

The mills are backed by nearly 60,000 acres of Adiron- 
dack timber. There are no intermediate hands between 
the stump or standing spruce timber and the consumers 
who receive the product of the Racquette River Paper 
Company.
